Hon. A. J. Balfour, First 
Lord of the Treasury and gov- 
ernment leader in the House of 
Commons, has been appointed 
to succeed him. 

The Marquis of Salisbury ten- 
dered his resignation at an au- 
dience which he had with King 
Edward last Friday. Yesterday 
Balfour visited the King and 
accepted the premiership.

Devonshire, Lord President of the 
Council. 

Among the bulk of his party, as also 
in the morning papers, satisfaction is 
expressed upon learning that Balfour 
is to be the new Premier. Phe Times 
says: 

“The change in the Premiership will 
certainly involve ultimately other min- 
isterial changes, but as the King is 
leaving town, it is possible that none 
will be announced for some weeks. 
As no office is vacant except that of 
Keeper of the Privy Seal, the present 
Cabinet can carry on work as long as 
necessary, and as Mr. Balfour has ac- 
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practically all the best-informed per-

Inspectors Grant Permission 
to Reopen the Mine. 


Klondike Drift Not Ready for 
Work—Pure Air for All 
the Levels.

OHNSTOWN (Pa.) July 13.—After 
a consultation this evening with the 
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At 9:80 o'clock a.m. State Mine In- 
gpectors Evans of Johnstown, Joseph 
Williams of Altoona, C. B. Ross of 
Greensburg and I. G. Roby of Union- 
town left Chief Roderick and the mine 
officials at the mine office and entered 
the mine. They went all through the 
Klondike, making air tests and noting 
the conditions controlling ventilation. 
They found many openings which re- 
tarded the proper course of air cur- 
rents, and noted them. The inspection 
lasted four hours. After finishing the 
Klondike section, the experts went 
through all the other sections which 
have never manifestei dangerous 
symptoms. There they found matters 
in ordinary shape, and at 4:30 o'clock 
the men left the mine to report to 
Chief Roderick. 

This talk covered all the men knew 
of the mine before and since the ex- 
plosion, the effects of the explosion 
and all pertaining to the prospects of 
future immunity from a similar catas- 
trophe. The men paid particular note 
to the ferreting-out, if possible, of the 
cause of the explosion, and the fact 
whether the blame resis on any one 
now living, upon whom heavy pun- 
ishment would alight. Of course, the 
inspectors would say nothing as to 
their discoveries. They will remain 
mute to the public on the subject un- 
til called upon to testify at the inquest, 
the day of which Coroner Miller wil! 
not fix until tomorrow night. 

“I decline to say what my conclu- 
sions are, since I have talked with 
the ones who were in today,” sald Rod. 
erick, “but I will say I consider the 
Rolling Mm mine is a well-conducted 
institution.”

of the year. 


“Of the increases, the most notable 
are in the cities which fell behind 
last year, particularly Buffalo, which 
shows an increase for the month of 
June of 246 per cent.; Los Angeles, an 
increase of 179 per cent.; Cincinnati 


157 per cent., and Allegheny, 123 ver 


cent. All these cities have shown a 
decline during the past few years, and 


it is gratifying to note.that the tide |

The new ministers to Russia, France 
and Italy have also been named. The 
selections for these posts show that the 
Dowager Empress continues to regard 
the diplomatic service as uninmpor- 
tant. None of the appointees is of higher 
than the biue-button rank, and none 
has held any important office. All of 
them except Liang Chen Tung are un- 
known to the foreign community. 

Liang Chen Tunes appointment 
pleases the Americans here. The newly- 
appointed diplomat was educated in 
America. He is a graduate of Yale Uni- 
versity, and is able, dignified and 
honest. He is the first of the body ot 
students sent to America in the ‘70's to 
receive recognition befitting his ac- 
complishments, the Chinese officials 
having disliked him because of his pro- 
gressive views. 

WU NOT 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 

WASHINGTUN, July 13.—Wu, the 
Chinese Minister at Washington, was 
not 2 to of the appoint- 
ment of a guccessor to himself, as he 
has been @xpecting an announcement 
of this character for some time. He has 
receivesd notice that his services will 
be required in another capacity, and 
for this reason has been prepared to 
hear of the naming of his successor at 
any time. 

Sir Liang Chen Tung, the newly- 
appointed minister, is a comparatively 
young man, being ofify a little over 
#0 years of age. Like the present min- 
ister, he is said to be a man of pro- 
ressive ideas, whose opinions have 

formed from his education, which 

was received partly in the United 

States: from his former connection with 

the Chinese Embassy here and from 

his contact with European civilization 

— the course of several special mis- 
ons. 

Chan was one of the four parties of 
Chinese boys who were sent to the 
United States about twenty years ago 
for the purpose of completing their 
education. The idea of the Chinese 
government was to have ench of the 
boys spend fifteen years in this coun- 
try, ten years in the preparatory 
schools and the remainder in the uni- 
versities. Before Chen had completed 
his course. however, the plan was 
discontinued, and he returned home. 
While Chang was Minister to Wash- 
ington, some years ago, Chen served 
as interpreter during the three years 
of his incumbency. Later he was sec- 
retary of a special mission sent to 
Japan, and when the jubilee of Queen 
Victoria was completed he filled a simi- 
lar position to the embassy which went 
to London. It was from his connec- 
tion with the latter mission that he 
obtained his knighthood and received 
the title of Sir. Last year, when China 
dispatched a special mission to Ger- 
many to make formal apologies for the 
murder of Baron Von Ketteler, Chen 
was a member of the party. 

Minister Wu has not been officially 
advised of the appointment of his suc- 
cessor. The retiring Minister has been 
at this capital since April, 1897. His 
relations with the administrations of 
President McKinley and President 
Roosevelt have been of a most cor. 
dial character. The ordinary term of 
ministers in the Chinese diplomatic 
service is three years, and they are 
not reappointed. Mr. Wu's time of 


service, however, has been continued 


indefinitely from time to time. He was 
of great assistance to his government 
during the Boxer troubles. Several 


months ago he was appointed a mem? 


ber of the commission to codify the 
existing Chinese laws and prepare a 
set of modern laws for his country. 
and it is this business which in all 
probability the Chinese government 
has in store for him when he returns 
to his native land.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 13.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) Emperor Nicholas II. 
wearing the chain of the Order of the 
Annunziata; the Czarowitch, the Rus- 
sian Grand Dukes, Count Lamsedorff, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, the 
other Cabinet Ministers, and a number 
of officers giected King Victor Em- 
manuel of Italy upon his arrival at the 
railway station here, at 4:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. Preceded by a band 
playing the Italian national anthem, 4 
guard of honor escorted their Majesties 
to the palace, where the Czarina and 
the Dowager Empress welcomed King 
Victor, A banquet in honor of the 
royal guest was given in the hall of 
Peter the Great in the Palace, at which 
the Cabinet ministers, the members of 
the Italian embassy and high court 
dignitaries were present. 

Count Lamedorff, at the Czar’s com- 
mand, handed to Sig. Prinetti, Italian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, who ac- 
companied the King, the insignia of 
the order of St. Alexander Newasky. 

At the banquet the Czar, in toasting 
the King, said: “It is with lively and 
deep satisfaction that we greet Your 
Majesty, and it is especially agreeable 
to us that Yours Majesty has on his 
travels by visiting us. The whole of 
Russia sees therein a fresh proof of the 
bonds eof the true wa which 
unite us and which identifiles itself 
with our sentiments. These feelings of 
mutual sympathy which are increas- 
ingly apparent between our two peoples 
favor the development of the most de- 
sirable relations and interests of the 
two countries. I thank Your Majesty 
sincerely for your visit, and I raise my 
giass to the glory and happiness of 
your august person, of Queen Helene, 
of the Queen ~~ and of the 
whole royal family. drink prosperity 
to Italy.” 


The band then played the Italian 
anthem. King Victor Emmanuel in 
reply, said: “I thank Youur Majesty 


for your hearty welcome and for the 
gracious words with which you have 
referred to me, to my country and to 
the ties of personal friendship which 
heartily unite us. The good relations 
which ve long existed between Rus- 
sia and Italy make my visit especially 
agreeable to me. I come to St. Peters- 
burg with the approval of my people, 
who perceive in the closer drawing 
together of these bonds a fresh pledge 
of peace and Erm I raise my 
giass in honor of Your Imperial Maj- 
esty, to the glory of the government 
and the prosperity of Russia, to the 
press Maria and to the Empress 
Alexandra, ae well as to the whole im- 
ial family.”

Paris to Chicago in Seven Days—Fast 

Time Made Possible by the Newly-in- 

augurated Twenty Hour Trains. 

{Chicago Record-Herald:! From 
Paris to Chicago in a little less than 
even Gays is the record of Stewart 
Frasher, manager of a Wabash-avenue 
millinery house. .The quick journey 
wag made possible by the twenty-hour 
trains recently put in service on the 
Lake Shore and Pennsylvania roads. 
Mr. Frasher left Paris at 8:45 a.m. 
Wednesday, June 18, and he arrived at 
the Sixty-third-street Englewood Sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Rallroad in 
Chicago at 8:35 o'clock on the morning 
of Wednesday, June 25. 

Mr. Frasher sailed from Cherbourg 
at 3:30 p.m. of the day he left Paris. 
The Crown Prince Whihelm, the 
steamer used, arrived at its dock at 
Twenty-third street, New York, at 11:30 
o’clock Tuesday morning, which Al- 
lowed Mr. Frasher two hours and 
twenty-five minutes before the depar- 
ture of the Pennsylvania special for 
Chicago. It was not necessary for 
him to leave the Twenty-third-street 

station, as the ferryboats of the 
ennsylvan a road depart and arrive 
there from the Jersey City termina!

HYPNOTIC CURES. 


Result of Experiments in an English 

Insane Asylum—Success in Night- 

Watching Lunatics. 

{London Hospital.] In a 
delivered before the King’s Col- 
lege Medical Society Dr. Miine 
Bram well seve an interesting 
sketch of the subject of hypnotism. 
Describing the experiments of Florel, 
who, till recently, was medical direc- 
tor of the Burgholl Asylum and one 
of the professors of the University of 
Zurich, he said that he succeeded in 
— mearty all his asylum at- 
tendants, th male and female, a 
large proportion of them becoming 
profound somnambules. For ten years 
experiments were made in regard to 
the use of hypnotism in the night- 
watching of dangerous  tlhunatics. 
Wardens were hypnotized and trained 
to sleep by the bedside of these pa- 
tients and to awake the instant they 
heard them attempt to get out of bed, 
the hypnotic suggestions being made 
use of to inhibit all sounds, which 
had no reference to the duty laid 
upon them, and it was found that 
warders so hypnotized could perform 
night duty for six months and work 
hard all day without showing signs 
af fatigue. The results of these ex- 
periments were, it is said, uniformly 
successful, and no accident of any 
kind occurred. 

In regard te this and other applica- 
tions of hypnotism, Dr. Bramwell re- 
fers to the method of Wetterstrand, 
who, instead of restricting himself to 
suggestions made in the course of a 


lecture 


short h otic trance, advocated the 
use of the curative effects of — 
hypnotic sleep. Wetterstrand treated 
epilepsy and grave forms of nervous 
disorder by keeping the patients in 
the hypnotic trance for three or four 
weeks. Without rousing them the pa- 
tients were fed at stated intervals, and 
the action of the bowels and the 
bowels and bladder were regulated by 
suggestion and thus mental as well as 
physical rest was given, in addition to 
such therapeutic advantages as might 
be gained by aid of suggestion. 

Dr. Milne Bramwell says that, al- 
though every one cannot be deeply 
hypnotized, profound states are not 
necessary for the successful employ- 
ment of suggestion, and the number of 
persons insusceptible to some degree 
of hypnotic influence is extremely 
small. Among other diseases he gives 
the following as those in which p- 
notism has given good results: Hy- 
steria, neyrasthenia, dipsomania, and 
other drug habits, obsessions, moral 
perversities and nervous tricks in 
children.” We may add that, as far 
as the.treatment of dipsomania is 
concerned, it seems not entirely impos- 
sible that some of the startling results 
which are said to have been obtained 
at certain institutions for the treat- 
ment of this condition, may have been 
the outcome of an unacknowledged 
but none the less effectual application 
of hypnotic suggestion.

Carriage of Caribbean Women Due to 
Exercise—Keep the Roads and the 
Streets of Cities in Good Repair. 


[New York Tribune] There are no 
more graceful women in the world than 
the creoles, or mulattoes, of the Carib- 
bean Islands. They carry heavy bur- 
dene, toll in the fieids and in the ar- 
rowrobt and sugar milis, attend to 
their household duties, and raise large 
families, yet through it all are as 
happy and cheerful as the women of 
any other ellme. 

One of their employments is to keep 
the ery roads and the streets of 
de cities in repair. They may be 
gen all along the twenty-two- mile gov- 
ernment road, from Kingston to 
Georgetown, in St. Vincent, digging 
out the ditches, filling the ruts washed 
out by the torrents that ur down 
the steep hilisides, and rforming the 
menial part of b:idge buildin and 
——s against floods. Usually they 
work in company with men, who, sad 
to say, devote themselves More assid- 
uously to bossing than to helping 
along the work. 

In the flelds the men W. but the 
women plant and hoe. en it comes 
to harvesting ‘the cane, the women 
wield the machetes in as large num- 
bers as the men, and their reward for 
their toil from sunrise to sunset is from 
threepence to sixpence a day, the lat- 
ter only in rare cases. In the mills 
the more experienced operators only 
receive sixpence a day. When Satur- 
day (market day) comes, these women 
of St. Vincent array themselves in 
their best and whitest atüre. and set 
2 for either Georgetown or Kingston 

oot. 


Their lords and masters go with 
them, but if there is q burden to 
carry, and there always is at least 
an empty tray, the woman c es t. 
while’ the man steps jauntily along, 
twirling a bamboo stick and looking 
and acting much like the typical] dude. 
The women, whose apparel is scrupul- 
ously clean; Ger tray poised on der 
bare head, her skirt tucked up under 
the belt or girdle on one side of it, 
reaching only to the knee, her feet 
free from hosiery and shoes, and her 
shapely arms naked to half-way above 
the elbows, is a picture of graceful 
movement. Her stride is long. but 
not masculine. It is astonishing how 
rapidly she moves, without seeming to 
hurry. She keeps pace with a team 
of mules, without apparent fatigue, 
and chats gayly with whoever cares 
to talk, as she glides along. 

The old women in all these islands 
are intctarate traders. Their little 
outdoor shops are a feature of West 
Indian life. and they besiege ships in 
their bumboats, and the traveler even 
in the hotels, with all sorts of frults, 
nuts and fancy work. some of their 
most beautiful wares are made of 
Jumping beans and seeds of tropical 
lants and shrubs. Bread, cakes and 
rults are retailed in nearly all the 
land cities by old women with way- 
side markets. One at Charlottetown 
had a Place at the landward end of 
the boat landing. and she held it firmly 
against al competitors.

of posture. For the assistance of par- 
ents and teachers the results of a care- 
ful analysis of the postures which 
children assume will here be given that 
helpful suggestions may be made for 
the prevention and correction of habits 
which are harmful in their tendency. 
To ald in presenting the subject, pho- 
tographs taken for the purpose of H- 
lustrating habitual pestures are here 
presented. The boy used as a model was 
selected by a friend from a group on 
the street.

The ease with which the weight 
of the trunk can be transferred from 
one weary foot to the other, makes this 
posture one which can be retained a 
longer time without undue fatigue than 
any other. It is favorable to the *mak- 
ing of gestures and the use of, the 
voice, a posture of forceful and convinc- 
ing speech, and one most often as- 
sumed by great speakers. Its unpopolar- 
ity among people in general arises from 
the sense of insecurity which the nar- 
row base for so tall and slender a struc- 
ture provides; it is, however, a posture 
often taken involuntarily in childhood.

RECEIVERSHIPS AND 
FORECLOSURES TO DATE. 


HE year 1902 has, so far, been the 

most remarkable period in fifty 

years of railway history in respect 
to insolvencies and receiverships. Since 
January 1 only one opertaing railway, 
the New York and Pennsylvania, fifty- 
two miles long, has been placed in the 
hands of a receiver, and that one broke 
all previous records for brevity of stay, 
the appointment having been made in 
February, and the road having been 
sold under foreclosure and started for 
reorganization in May. The receiver- 
ship.thus covered the short season of 
four months. The Railway Age, there- 
fore, for the first time in its history, 
cannot report a railway for which a 
receiver has been appointed and con- 
tinued in the current six months. Dur- 
ing the twenty-six and one-half years 
in which the record has been kept in 
these pages, it has shown the appoint- 
ment of receivers for 639 roads, cover- 
ing 114,400 miles of lines and represent- 
ing stocks and bonds aggregating th 
vast sum of 96,291,397,000. In a single 
year, 1898, = less a seventy-four 
roads went © bankru „ wit „ 
bonds.

The British Consul at Tainan, 
mosa, reports that the actual receipts 
of camphor in his district during 1901 
fell short of the estimates by over 
£200,000, which was caused by the com- 
petition of crude camphor manufac- 
tured in Japan, the production of 
which, stimulated by the high prices 
fixed by the Formosan government- 
general for the sale of its camphor 
abroad, rose suddenly from an aver- 
age of between 6000 and 7000 hundred- 
weights a year to 27,000 hundred- 
weights. There being no restriction 
placed on the export of camphor from 
Japan, the Japanese producer was able 
to undertell Formosan camphor on 
foreign markets, thus injuriously af- 
fecting the monopoly receipts. The 
Formosan government-general has 
made representations to the central 
government with a view to the monop- 
oly being extended to Japan proper, 
so as to include the Japan 
duction, and a bill having this for its 
object will de introduced in the Im- 
perial Diet this session (1902.) The 
provisions of the bill are, shortly, that 
the camphor industry in Japan shal! 
be placed under the management of 
the Formosan Monopoly Bureau, the 
profits being rendered to the central 
government, and that all cam shall 
be sold to the branch camphor bureau 
at Kobe and Nagasaki at the fixed 
price of about 50 yen (say, £5 2s. 14.) 
per picul (1331-3 pounds.) With the 
exception of a yearly production of 
about six thousand hundredweights 
in the Fohkien province and a negiigi- 
bie quantity in Sumatra, the bureau 
thus secures, practically, the complete 
control of the world’s camphor. The 
price proposed to be paid to the Jap- 
anese producer is more than double 
the average price paid to the native 
producer in Formosa (about £2 28. 4d.
